‘“‘T have the honor to receive your letter 
bf the 3rd of August, communicating @ proposi- 
ion of you. Government to make provision for 
he widows and families of the sufferers in the 
nuch-to-be-lamented oceurrence at Dartmoor. 

“Tt is painful to touch on this unfortunate event 
rom the deep distress it has caused to the whole 
American people. ‘This repugnance is increas- 
d by the consideration that our Governments, 
hough penetrated with regret, do not agree in 
sentiment respecting the parties engaged in it.

Origin of Slavery. 


Mr. Bancroft, in the first volume of his 
history of the United States, gives an ac- 
count of the early traffic of the Muropeans 
in slaves. In the middle ages, the Venitians 
purchased white men, Christians, and oth- 
ers, and sold them to the Saracens in Sicily 
and Spain. In England the Anglo-Saxon 
nobility sold their servants as slaves to for- 
eigners. The Portuguese first imported 
negro slaves from’ Western Africa into Eu- 
rope in 1442. Spain soon engaged in the 
traffic, and negro slaves abounded in some 
places of that kingdom. After America was 
discovered, the Indians of Hispaniola were 
imported into Spain, and made slaves. The 
Spaniards visited the coast of North Ame- 
rica, and kidnapped thousands of the In- 
dians, whom they transported into slavery 
in Europe and the West Indies. Columbus, 
himself, enslaved 500 native Americans, and 
sent them into Spain, that they might be 

ublicly sold at Seville. The practice of 
selling North American Indians into foreign 
bondage, continued for nearly two centuries. 
Negro slavery was first introduced into Ame- 
rica by Spanish slaveholders who emigrated 
with their negroes. A royal edict of Spain 
authorized negro slavery in America in 
1503. King Ferdinand himself sent from 
Seville fifty slaves to labor in the mines. In 
1511the direct traffic in slaves between Afri- 
ca and Hispaniola was enjoined by a royal 
ordinance.. Las Casas, who saw the In- 
dians vanish away befure the cruelties of 
the: Spaniards, suggested that the negroes, 
who alone could endure severe toils, might 
be further employed. ‘This*was in 1518. 
The mistaken benevolence of Las Casas ex- 
| tended the slave trade which had been com- 
menced. 

Sir John Hawkins was the first English- 
| man that engaged in the slave trade In 
1652 he transported a large cargo of Afri- 
cans to Hispaniola. In 1657 another expe- 
dition was prepared, and Queen Elizabeth 
protected and shared in the traffic.

The following recipe I havétried twice, 
and find it all that itis cracked up to be. I 
have no doubt that it would have been worth 
more than $20 to meif I had known it 
twenty years ago. Most farmers have a 
surplus of stale fat and dirty grease, which 
can be made into.good candies at a trifling 
expense. 

1 kept both tallow and lard candles through 
the last summer, the lard candles standing 
the heat the best and burning quite as well, 
and giving as good a light as the tallow 
ones. 

Driections for making good candles from 
lard: 

Tor 12 pounds of lard, take 1 pound of 
saltpetre, and 1 pound of alum; mix them 
and pulverize them; dissolve the saltpetre 
and alum in a gill of boiling water ; pour the 
vompound into the lard before it is quite all 
melted; stir the whole until it boils, skim 
off what rises 3 let it simmer until the water 
is boiled out, or till it-ceases to throw off 
steam ; pour off the lard as soon as it is done, 
and clean the boiler while it is hot. If the 
candles are to be run you may commence 
immediately ; if to be dipped, let the lard cool 
first toa cake, and then treat it as you would 
tallow.— Cor. NN. E. farmer.

salad oil. Salt should be put on the top, 
and the outside leaves of the cabbage. About 
two pounds of salt suffice for twenty-five 
heads 9f cabbage. ‘Che head of the barrel 
is to be loaded with heavy stones. A com- 
mon method is for a man, with clean wooden 
shoes on, to tread the cabbage down in the 
cask. Jomentation will take place, and 
some juice will be given out, which is muddy 
and feted, this rises to the surface and is to 
be replaced with fresh brime. W hen fomen- 
tation is over, the casks are closed up. ‘The 
French preserve many other vegetables in a 
similar manner.-- Z7anslated from the French, 
for the Western Agriculturist.

The steamer Washington arrived at Cowes on 
the 2ist, and put back to Southampton on account 
of ice after landing her mail and passengers. 

The steamship Canada left Liverpool at 10 a. 
m. on Saturday 22nd, and arrived at Halifax at 
12 30 p.m. Jan. 8. 

The present prospect of peace is this: 

It may be remembered that Austria made a sug- 

gestion on certain terms, not known to the public, 
whichthe Austrian Cabinet considered might con- 
“stitute a basis for negotiations. These negotia- 
‘tions Austria Sent to Paris through the French 
minister at Vicnna, and the French Government 
sent a copy of said suggestions to London. Much 
~~ correspondence ensued bet ween London and Paris, 
_ resulting in the original suggestions being sent 
back, altered by France and Hngland, to Vienna. 

The Austrian cabinet expressed mortification 
that her suggestions were not adopted. More cor- 
respondence ensued resulting in Austria’s agree- 
ing to append her name jointly with I'rance and 
England to the modified proposals. 

- Lhe proposition thus amended was sent from 

Vienna on 25th ult., Count Esterhazy being the 

messenger to St. Petersburgh. Five or six days 

are allowed to reach St. Petersburgh, and 24 

days more are allowed for the Czar’s uncondition- 
al acceptance or refusal ‘of it. 

The contents of this, alternation are kept pro- 
foundly secret,’ On the Czar’s. refusal, France 
and England threaten to continuesthe war and 
Austria to ease diplomatic relations, and after- 
wards to be governed by the course of events.

A MORE “IMPORTANT NOTICE!” 


American Tract Society—Slavery. 


HE Independent, of New York, in an article 

in that paper, of the 15th March, being one 
of a continuation of articles regarding the “Ame- 
rican Tract Society,” has this sentence :—“ For 
thirty years, one of the greatest institutions of 
Evangelical Christendom, has been testifying in 
effect, that the institution of Slavery, the buying 
and selling of human beings, and the profession 
of the slave-trader, are less offensive to God, less 
contary tu the Gospel, less perilous to the souls of 
men, than the practice of dancing. It has at- 
tempted to exhibitand authenticate, on the wid- 
est scale, an administration of Christianity, in 
which there shall be no more syllable of rebuke 
tor crimes that shock the morals sense of Chris- 
tendom. The influence of the Tract Society 
has tended to make the Southern churches more 
timid and cowed in the presence of the imperious 
slave-trading interest. As aconsequence of this 
policy—partly, but not exclusively—behold the 
Sournern Apostacy!” “ 

In December 1844, a report of “The “ Com- 
mittee of the Synod of New York and New Jer- 
sey, on the subject of the mutilations of books by 
the American Tract Society,” was published ; 
and in that report, the mutilations and omissions 
in the editions published, by that. Society, of 
D’Aubigne’s History of the Great Reformation, 
were pointed out—besides, there are the omis- 
sicns and expurgations in other books published, 
as to the vile sin of Slavery, and the substitution 
of sentences other than the original. 

The notice by m€ entitled, ‘* Publications,” re- 
ferable tc these matters, has been widely circula- 
ted, anda Canadian public are again reminded 
of their duty.

EXEMPTIONS. 

Arms, Clothing, Cattle, Provisions and stores

Seeds of all kinds, farming utensils and imple- 
ments of husbandry, when specially imported in 
good faith by any society incorporated or estab- 
lished for the encouragement of agriculture. 

Salt for the use of the fisheries, military cloth- 
ing and wine for the use of regimental messes. 

The following Articles in the occupation or 
employment of persons coming into the Province 
for the purpose of actual settling therein, viz:— 


Wearing Apparel in actual use, and other per- 
sonal effecis not merchandise ; horses and cattle;

And the following articles when imported di- 
rect from the Provinees-of Nava Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward’s Island, and 
being the growth, produce, or manufacture of 
said Provinces respectively, viz:
